The above is, of course, a facetious current events joke. Its 
very facetiousness proves a point, too. Such a thing rarely hap- 


pens in this country. Why? 


We hear European-style education makes no provisions, 
indeed frowns on, any sort of student government. There is 
no outlet for student politicking, other than the real thing. 

Hence, South American students are in the front ranks 
of their revolutions. Hundreds have died in them. These activi- 
ty-starved students take a hyper-thyroid interest in political 


demonstrations. 


We are told anyone who needs a crowd to demonstrate for 
a cause need make only a brief inflamatory speech on the local 
campus. This will bring the undergraduate horde running down 
the boulevard screaming slogans and ripping up all in their 


path. 


Not so here. Our interest is restrained and directed. And 
if the current ASMPC election is any indication, it is too re- 
strained. It is hard to imagine having only one candidate for 
president. But that is what we have. 

So, which is the better system? We would like to think that 
ours is. But look at the disinterest it seems to be fostering here 
at MPC. What sort of future citizens are we going to be? Per- 
haps they should begin teaching the finer arts of rock-throwing 


here. 


“T think there is sufficient 
and substantial evidence that 
we can believe in life after 
death.

In actuality a tree is millions 
of atoms, a complete living system, 
and dozens of other things. If not 
looked for in a special frame of ref- 
erence, these things are not seen 
within the physical function of per- 
ception. 

“Whatever consciousness is, it is 
a non-physical something. And if 
anything is non-physical, it could
